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Selectmen’s Report 


In the last 3 years that I’ve written this report, | think I’ve taken you to school enough 
about taxes to bore anyone to tears. Two years ago | was chastised at town meeting for 
being too sarcastic and last year a couple teachers in town were looking for a rope to 
hang me. This year when the Selectmen asked me to write the report, my instincts told me 
to say no but since Rick has a broken ankle and Eric has a bad back, its obvious that they 
can't do it so here | am again. 


They told me that these things wouldn’t have happened to them twenty years ago because 
they were in much better shape then. After all; Martin was only 4 and Hotchkiss had hair, but 
that aside, | wondered what kind of shape Sullivan was in twenty years ago so | looked it up! 


There was an outstanding cadre of people involved in town affairs in 1982. The Selectmen 
used about 41,000.00 dollars to take care of town business that year. The tax rate increase _ 
was 3.4 percent and the major concerns were highway improvements, building renovations, 
and equipment replacements. Karl Wheeler was still Chief of police in 1982 but he was 
cheaper then. He ...“cracked down on drunk drivers” ...for only 5,200.00 dollars a year. 
Today that would be called a sale. 


Jim Robinson Jr. took care of the roads in town and still claims to this day that his newest 
piece of equipment was 14 years old in 1982. It cost you 47,000.00 dollars that year for him 
to do it but he got it done in spite of the fact that the grader was 32 years old then and ready 
to break! 


The fire dept. started its Rescue Division in 1982 with a 14 year old Cadillac and 10 
volunteers. Some folks say we should have kept the Cadillac. Now we use a Dodge and 
spend twice as much to operate the department as we did 20 years ago. 


But what about the school? What did that cost in 1982? Well... the school cost member 
Towns just over 5 million dollars that year. The Selectmen could have run Sullivan for 47 
years with that much money and Jim Robinson Jr. could have had new equipment. The 
whole kit and caboodle was run“105,000.00 dollars that year and that left enough to fund 
Easter Bonnet workshops, street dances and summerfest parades according to the 1982 
Recreation director, Sue Aho. 


So now you’re wondering, what can you get for 105,000.00 dollars today, right? Well, 
according to projections, you could afford the Selectmen, the Library, and one parade before 
we were broke. In today’s dollars it will cost 320,000.00 dollars to do as much as we did in 
1982 even with today’s outstanding cadre of people. We continue to struggle with the same 
issues like aging equipment, building renovations, and highway improvements. The only 
difference is our grader is now 52 years old and ready to break. [We need to replace the 
loader that Jim Robinson bought in 1984 with a new and more versatile machine, but that’s 
a subject for town meeting discussion and I'll not go into it further here.] 


What about the school budget today? Well... I'd like to tell you that we could run the town for 
47 years on that much money but that would be a lie... now its 73 years, 11 months!

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2000 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion 
on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards require 
that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements 
are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
Statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account 
group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. As 
is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Sullivan has not 
maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general 
fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Sullivan as of December 31, 2000, and the results of its 
operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Sullivan taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as 
schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required 
part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan. Such information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, 
in Our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sullivan for the year ended December 31, 2000, 
we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
Systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 
on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability 
to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management 
in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
norma! course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure 
would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also 
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


FOLLOW-UP TO PRIOR YEAR MANAGEMENT LETTER COMMENTS 

Tax Collector/Town Clerk - (Repeat Comment) 

Our audit of the Tax Collector/Town Clerk records revealed the following conditions: 

= The Tax Collector/Town Clerk works out of her home. Money collected is kept at her home all week 


until she brings it to the Town Hall for the Treasurer to pick up and deposit. This money is kept in 
a fireproof safe.

=» The Tax Collector/Town Clerk is now reconciling her records with the Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper; however, the year-end cut-off date for deposits was not the same as the Town 
Treasurer’s and Bookkeeper’s. 


= The Tax Collector’s recordkkeeping is being done manually. Cash receipts are recorded manually 
in a cash receipts journal and then transferred to the warrant books, which is extremely inefficient. 


= An abatement was obtained during the year, but was not formally approved by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


We again recommend that the following procedures be implemented: 


= While money is kept in a fireproof safe in the Tax Collector/Town Clerk’s home, the performance 
of this position should be conducted at the Town offices. Town services would then be centrally 
located and provide easier access for reconciliation between the Town Treasurer and Bookkeeper. 


=» Monthly reconciliation of the remittances between the Tax Collector/Town Clerk, Town Treasurer 
and Bookkeeper should be continued and at year-end, all parties should use the same cut-off date. 


~ 


= Consideration should be given to automating the tax collection SUES) utilizing software approved 
by the Department of Revenue Administration. 


= All abatements should be formally approved by the Board of Selectmen prior to being given to the 
Tax Collector. 


Purchase Orders - (Repeat Comment) 


While the Town has a formal purchase order policy, we again noted that in a few instances purchase 
orders were not obtained; and in one instance, the purchase order was not properly approved. 


We again recommend that the Board of Selectmen enforce the Town’s purchase order policy and properly 
approve and complete the purchase orders prior to the disbursement of funds. 


During the course of our review of internal controls, no material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting 
systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other considerations coming to our attention 
were generally procedural in nature and dealt with administrative or recordkeeping practices. In these 
instances, we made specific recommendations or provided instruction to applicable individuals during the 
course of our audit fieldwork.

It is with deep appreciation the members of the Sullivan Fire and Rescue Department thank you for 
your generous donations for all the families who lost loved ones. We also thank you for your letters of 
support. 


The past year has been a busy time for alt of us on the Department: In addition to responding to fire 
and rescue calls which average one per week, the members also spent many hours attending training 
classes at Meadowood, The National Fire Academy in Maryland as well as independent and in house 
training. Plans for this year include an SCBA Course and a First Responders Course for all members 
along with Driver Training and additional Forestry Classes. The largest increase to this year’s budget 
will be on the training line. This is due to the increase in membership and some of us “old dogs” 
learning some new tricks. Training is vital to the safe operation of the department while providing 
services to the community. This year we congratulate Penny Curtis now certified as an EMT-I, and 
Scott Lake certified Firefighter |. 


Since our last report we would like to welcome to the Department the following new members: Scott 
Lake, Mike Bloom, and Angela Hendrickson. We would also like to welcome back to the Department, 
past Chief Richard Connor. Rich will be assisting the department with special projects and operations. 
Other new members include Ryan Hall and Josh Bezio, members of the Sullivan Fire Brigade. 


The Sullivan Fire Brigade was formed for our residents between the ages of 14 to 18 who are 
interested in the emergency service field. The Brigade will assist the department with rehab, limited 
traffic control, and communications. The Brigade will train along side the Department at drills, during 
in house training and selected courses at Meadowood. Interested residents are invited to stop by the 
station on Wednesday nights. 


In 2001 we replaced 600 feet of 2-1/2” hose that came with the fire truck purchased in 1975. The old 
hose will now be placed in service on the brush trucks as low-pressure supply line. The town of 
Marlborough has generously donated to us approximately 25-used Minitor | pagers and chargers. 
Some of these pagers were in no better shape than ours, but from the batch, we have been able to 
repair the worst of our pagers and we will be sending out a number of them to be fitted with our tones. 
These will then be given to our new members. Other new equipment purchased this year included a 
2-1/1” nozzle, 300 feet of lifeline and 2 PASS alarms. The PASS alarm, now required by NFPA 
regulations, is a motion-sensing device worn by firefighters in conjunction with SCBA. If a firefighter 
were to be injured or become unconscious, the PASS alarm would sound after 30 seconds of 
detecting no movement by the firefighter. We also received an infrared thermometer, used to locate 
hotspots. This thermometer was a donation from an anonymous resident — We Thank You.

2001 was again a quiet year for the Forestry Department. Although the number of fires in the county 
increased from 200, we have seen a decrease in the number of calls and fires this past year. As we 
move into spring all indicators point to having the drought conditions continue. The Wardens again 
ask for your support and understanding when it comes to out door burning. If these conditions persist, 
| feel we will see a fire ban during the spring months and possibly into summer. We ask if at all 
possible please burn your brush piles this winter during snow conditions. 


Fire permits ARE required for all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes campfires, cooking fires, outdoor fireplaces, and the burning of brush. The Department of Air 
Resources Rules State that only untreated wood may be burned in brush piles. A special commercial 
permit must be obtained in order to burn treated materials such as. those from a demolished building. 
Reminder: all permits expired on January 1, 2002, and must be renewed. 


New Hampshire law now prohibits backyard trash burning. RSA 125-N: 4 took effect July 16, 2001. 
This new State law now prohibits the burning of combustible domestic waste in burn barrels or in 
brush piles. NH Law defines combustible domestic waste as, “combustible waste such as, but not 
limited to, household trash, packaging materials, plastics, coated or laminated papers, rubber, painted 
or treated wood, coated or treated cardboard, oily rags, and animal, vegetable, and kitchen waste.” 
This new law was adopted as a result of recommendations from the NH Department of Environmental 
Services (DES), NOT the Town of Sullivan, the Sullivan Fire Department, Sullivan Forestry 
Department or the Division of Forests and Lands (State Forest Fire Service). | know that this has 
become a sore spot with a number of.residents and | am sympathetic with your concerns, but please 
keep in mind that the Fire Services mentioned above did not create this new law, but we are the 
agencies who must now implement with these rules. On January 1,2003, the DES will assume the 
enforcement provisions of the law. If you have any questions about backyard trash burning feel free to 
call me, or the DES at 271-2975 (Public Information Office), or 800-498-6868 (Air Resources 
Division). 


The Warden and Deputy Wardens would like to thank you for being careful with out door fires. You 
have helped to make a difference in our community. There was only one reported brush fire in 2001.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us 
assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for any open burning unless the ground 
where the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations 
of RSA 227-L: 17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right. Help us to protect you and our forest 
resource! Build small brush piles that can be quickly burned and extinguished. 


New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most of the fires were human caused. 
Due to dry conditions fires spread quickly impacting more than 20 structures. Homeowners can help 
protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around the house and make sure that the 
house number is correct and visible. Only You Can Prevent Wildland Fires. Contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands website at www.nhdfl.com 
or call 271-2217 for wildland fire safety information.

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Highway Dept. Report 


The month of January brought many nuisance storms, long lasting small accumulation. 
We had four very tough storms this season. February 6" dropped 28” of snow; March 6- 
7" gave us 26” of snow, two late March storms with heavy wet snow and thawing dirt 
roads. The Highway Dept. was glad to see winter come to an end. Mud season came 
this spring with a few challenges. We used approximately 300 yards of 1 % stone in 
worst areas. Gravel roads were graded and raked in last week of April and first week of 
May. The Highway Dept. sandblasted and painted snowplows and the Grader. All gravel 
roads were graded and raked again by mid June. Culverts were replaced on Ellis Road 
and Jenkins Lane, stumps, and rocks were dug out of Apple Hill Road. 


July, the Grader broke down; we searched high and low for parts. We eventually 
purchased a parts grader, and were back running. The ditches were cleaned on South 
road from Hubbard Road to Bolles. 


August, the ditches were cleaned and brush was cut on Hubbard Road. One large water 
bar was cleaned on Ferry Brook Road. A large stone culvert was replaced with a 30” 
plastic culvert and road widened on Gilsum Road. We put down 598.371 ton of asphalt 
shim on south and Hubbard Roads. Three culverts were replaced on Valley road. One 
thousand two hundred eighty feet of 8” underdrain was installed on Valley Road. Trees 
were cut along area of underdrain to let sunlight onto roadway. 


September, South and Hubbard roads were oil and sand sealed. We used 10,784 
gallons of oil and 375 yards of sand. We got 1400 yards of winter sand and covered with 
plastic. A complete exact inventory of the highway garage was done. 


October, most of this month was spent finishing up odds and ends of summer projects 
fixing shoulders, fixing culvert headers, cutting brush, cleaning up wood from roadsides, 
fixing potholes. We replaced old plexiglas windows in grader with glass windows, along 
with new fuse panel and wiring. 


November, rafters were put on sander hangers; gravel roads were flattened out to make 
winter plowing easier. A boom mower was rented from Owens Leasing and all of the 
Town's roadsides were mowed. Metal roofing was installed on sander hangers building. 
All snow plowing equipment was checked over and prepared for service. 


December, cleaned some ditches on Old Concord Road. Metal roofing was installed on 
part of town garage. First of the seasons snowplowing began December 9" with 5 1%”.

The Sullivan Police Department had a very busy year in 2001. Domestic situations 
accounted for a great deal of the time spent. We answered over 400 calls during the year. 
We received 297 e-mails and over 100 faxes. We made more than 1200 motor vehicle stops 
and spent a lot less time in court because of the hiring of the regional prosecutor. We 
attended several training sessions and did all of our mandatory classes. 


Dog complaints ranked high on the agenda. Automobile accidents took up much of our time 
with 19 crashes, some with deer and moose, others with trees and embankments, and 
others with other vehicles. We also responded to several burglaries, JV beer parties, 
ambulance calls, and fire calls. We killed five rabid animals (fox, woodchuck, and skunk). 


A lot of time was spent writing reports and reading notices from Concord and other Police 
Departments. Time was spent learning how to operate our new laptop donated by the 
University of New Hampshire (a $4,300 value). Also the State of New Hampshire gave us a 
$3,100 digital radio and installed it into the cruiser. 


We made 29 arrests (DWI, habitual offender, operating under suspension, operating without 
a valid license, arrested subjects from our town for other departments on various charges, 
etc.). 


We appreciate all the help that the residents have given us this past year and look forward 
to serving the town in the New Year. We are always at your service and can be reached at 
847-3100 or 847-9728, or through Mutual Aid at 911.

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Planning Board Annual Report 


As the year drew to a close, the Planning Board lost its longtime chairman. Chris Pratt, who 
resigned after 14 years of service. Members asked Steve Hamilton to take the chair. During 
the year, one other member resigned and two new members were appointed. 


Recognizing that the business of the board could be handled in one meeting a month, the 
board voted in December to meet only the first Wednesday of every month, beginning in 
January 2002. 


Business included one subdivision, two lot-line adjustments and two Site Plan Reviews. 
Approval of one of those site plans was revoked in December because the applicant had 
failed to meet conditions of approval. 


In June, the Planning Board, after public hearing, amended the Site Plan Review 
Regulations to conform to standards being set for telecommunications facilities throughout 
the state. Shortly thereafter, the board learned of possible interest by a telecommunications 
facility builder in a lot off Centre Street. 


On December 19, the Planning Board, after public hearing, adopted regulations to guide 
new homeowners seeking to construct driveways or for current homeowners considering 
substantial driveway construction. 


Several driveway permits were granted during the year, including one for a parking area on 
Bowlder Road for. The Nature Conservancy’s Otter Brook Preserve, where begins a trail 
system built during summer and fall to bolster Pond and along Otter Brook. 


A joint meeting of the board of Adjustment and the Planning Board resulted in a proposal 
some slight changes in wording to help the Board of Adjustment as it interprets the 
Community Planning Ordinance. Those changes will be voted on by the town in March. 


A new floodplain ordinance will be proposed at the community election in March to meet 
new FEMA requirements. Without the substitution of new ordinance for the old one passed 
in the 1970’s, property owners in the floodplain area will not be eligible for flood insurance, 
without which banks will not issue new mortgages or change existing ones. 


Two conferences by the Office of State Planning and one by the southwest Region Planning 
Commission were attended by board members. 


The Planning Board has openings for alternate members. Please contact the Selectmen or 
a Planning Board Member for details.

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Treasurer’s Report 2001 


During the year 2001, we continued with Granite Bank, having our regular checking 
account as well as a “Sweep Repurchasing Agreement” (or Repo Account). We also 
continue to use the New Hampshire Public Deposit Investment Pool (NHPDIP), 
transferring monies to them through Granite Bank wire service. This arrangement gives 
the Town the highest interest on our money. 


The Bank statements from Granite Bank are balanced monthly against the Selectmen’s 
accounts and the Tax Collector/Town Clerk’s records as requested by our auditors, 
Plodzik and Sanderson. The monthly statements from NHPDIP are also balanced 
against our recorded activity with them. 


This year the Conservation Commission has deposited their funds with NHPDIP, 
because of the larger interest return. This year there were five pieces of property that 
went from Current Use to another category. Property owners were Jesse Wheeler, Karl 
Wheeler, Eric White, Richard Jarvis, and Raymond Barbin. The Conservation 
Commission realized $3,738.00 from these changes. They also received $433.73 from 
NHPDIP interest which brought their balance on December 31, 2001 to $15,463.40.

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Emergency Management 


In 2001 the Sullivan Office of Emergency Management continued working with the New Hampshire 
Office of State Planning and in turn the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) to update 
the Town’s flood plain map and to bring the Town’s planning ordinances into compliance with the 
minimum National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) requirements. 


The Town entered the NFIP in March of 1986. In April of 2000, | received the Flood Insurance rate 
Maps and found them to incomplete. Areas that were felt to be in 100-year floodplains were not 
shown on the map, as the map only included about half of the Town. At that time | requested our 
maps be updated to show all areas along Valley Road. This request has now been sent on to FEMA 
for review. In August 2001, Kristine Kenison, Asst. State NFIP Coordinator met with the Board of 
Selectmen and Myself to review all aspects of the program. Her conclusions were that the map is 
incomplete and that a number of changes to the Town’s Planning Ordinance and Site Plan Review 
Regulations are needed as well as a change to the building permit application. These changes will be 
presented to voters at the March 2002 meeting. 


In other areas this past year, this office assisted the Highway Department during the winter months 
and this past summer with a project to upgrade signs. | have reviewed the Town’s Basic Emergency 
Plan and will make a few updates this March for the annual concurrence. Work continues with the Fire 
Department and Local Emergency Planning Committee (LEPC) on pre-plans to mitigate potential 
hazards and conditions. 


As a result of the events of September 11, our attention has been focused on homeland security. With 
the creation of new Homeland Security Agencies both at the Federal and State levels, | expect to see 
a number of new programs that we may need to implement or at least a few changes in the way we 
plan for emergencies. In 2002 | will be adding a Deputy Director to this office to assist with the 
changes, and to serve as liaison in my absence as my new duties with the fire department may 
require my presence elsewhere. 


As mentioned in past reports, this office maintains a supply of Hazardous Material Equipment. At this 
time this equipment is housed in the fire station. In 2002 | will be looking to acquire a small trailer, so 
that the equipment can be readily moved to the site of a hazardous material incident. This trailer 
would cut down on the time it takes to deploy the equipment, as this past year we had a number of 
trips back and forth to the station to get the necessary items to prevent oil from a motor vehicle 
accident from reaching Otter Brook. 


| would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, and all Town Departments for their continuing support 
with Emergency Management programs.

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Conservation Commission Annual Report 


Town Forest 
In conjunction with the Trustees of Trust Funds and the Board of Selectmen, the Conservation 


Commission developed a set of guidelines for the public use of the Town Forest, including 
restrictions against wheeled vehicle use. To exclude wheeled vehicles, which cause erosion, a 
heavy metal gate, presently unlocked, was installed north of Meeting House Brook across the 
Old Stoddard Road. Maps, prepared by Bob Switzer, showing old roads, and historical features, 
have been placed in a kiosk next to the gate. A group of Sullivan citizens worked together in 
June to clear the old roads and trails, making this a lovely area for hiking. 


Spring Road Cleanup 
More than 50 residents helped gather more than a ton of trash from the roads. Many of the 


participants enjoyed lunch together at the town hall following the morning’s work. It seems that 
every year there is more trash along the roads and at boat landing sites such as Chapman 
Pond. Do you have ideas for solving this problem? 


Hikes and Trails 

As a part of its long-term commitment to conservation education, hikes to Sullivan’s special 
places have continued. A special family hike was offered this fall to a beaver pond as part of an 
Ongoing series on wildlife habitat. A hike in December brought people to the new trail, built by 
volunteers including several Sullivan residents, opened on The Nature Conservancy’s Otter 
Brook Preserve, which includes Wilder Hill, part of the shore of Bolster Pond, and Ellis 
Reservoir. Once the trail to the Giant’s Cradle has been completed, the Society for the 
Protection of New Hampshire Forests will name the trail in honor of Maurice Swett, who had led 
townspeople on several hikes through that special forest. 


Hazardous Waste Day 
The town continues to underwrite the cost of this opportunity for townspeople to dispose, safely, 


of their paints and poisons. Why aren't more people taking advantage of this opportunity? 


Wetlands Issues 

The Conservation Commission helped one Sullivan resident obtain wetlands permit for 
construction of a driveway. Any dredging or filling in a wetland requires a permit from the NH 
Department of Environmental Services. The Conservation Commission can help with this 
process. 


Conservation Lands 

Sullivan enjoys the benefits of the protection of more than.3000 acres through direct ownership 
by conservation organizations (TNC and SPNHF) and by conservation easements given by six 
local landowners. Most of the land is located in the northern part of town and helps protect the 
watersheds of the Otter Brook and the Ashuelot River. This year’s drought reminds us how 
important it is to protect current and future supplies through land protection around ground and 
surface waters. Landowners thinking about protecting their properties from future development 
are encouraged to contact the Conservation Commission. 


School Program in Conservation Education 
The Conservation Commission continues to support environmental education in the Sullivan 


Schools, contributing a small part of the Harris Center naturalist educator’s salary and providing 
some educational material. We look forward to further collaboration.

2001 Annual Report 


The LAC successfully completed the first season of a new volunteer water quality 
monitoring program for the Ashuelot main stem. LAC members, Monadnock Sierra Club 
members, and other residents collected river water samples four times during the 
summer and conducted testing of chemical and biological characteristics. This is the 
beginning of what is planned to be a long-term monitoring project the health of the River 
and all those who enjoy it. 


The Ashuelot River LAC finalized two publications for use by municipal officials, 
educators, and the general public: the Ashuelot River Corridor Management Plan and 
The Atlas of the Ashuelot River. These documents will be distributed early in 2002. 


The LAC reviewed and commented on nine applications for NH Wetlands Permits during 
2001 and two applications for Site Specific Permits. The LAC exercises a role in this 
process of ensuring attention to basic environmental issues, particularly relationships 
between site-specific activity and off-site conditions, such as down-stream effects on 
water quality or hydrology and impacts on wildlife movements. 


The Ashuelot River presently has 12 dams, four of which generate power to the grid. 
During 2001 proposals to breach three dams were deliberated locally and statewide. 
Motivation for dam removal includes relieving owners of the burden of maintenance, and 
restoration of stream ecology. The Ashuelot River is part of the Connecticut River 
anadromous fish restoration efforts and of particular interest to NH Fish & Game for 
shad, herring, and eel production. The LAC continued to participate in the NH River 
Restoration Task Force, a coalition of private and government agencies to better 
understand the research and public involvement needs regarding proposals to breach or 
remove dams. In 2001, the destruction plans for the dam in downtown Winchester 
neared completion, the McGoldrick Dam in Hinsdale (formerly the G. E. Robertson Dam) 
was removed, and deliberations about the Homestead Dam in West Swanzey continue. 
The LAC advocates a public process by which decisions about breaching dams can be 
made based on comprehensive environmental review, including community 
considerations. 


The LAC continues to inform itself on issues affecting the Ashuelot River and the 
watershed, and participates in discussions locally and statewide as advocates for the 
River and its communities. The Ashuelot River LAC meets the evening of the third 
Tuesday of each month in the Keene Public Library. For information contact the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission or Roger Sweet, Sullivan’s representative.
